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MARCO SURVEY OF PUBLIC OPINION - No.3. 
INTERVIEWS FIRST TWO WEEKS IN JANUARY. 


THE SAMPLE 


The first table illustrates the sample by constituency, 
giving the number of persons interviewed, the type of seat 
and the way in which African constituents would have voted 
had the Election taken place early in January. We did not 
interview Europeans and Asians for this Poll because the _ 
Primary Elections were so close, The next Poll will take 
place after the Primaries when all candidates of all races 
are definitely known. We conducted a total of 1,274 inter- 
views among the African communities. We found that the 
overall position of the parties has not changed significant- 
ly since the last Poll which took place in September, 1960. 

In September, the distribution of open seats was quite 
clearly 19 - KANU , and 14 - KADU. Since September, however, 
changes have taken place in some of these constituencies, 

In North Nyanza, for example, KANU or an independent mig 
well gain one of the two seats at the expense of KADU for 
KADU had a significant majority. In Central Nyanza it is 
quite possible that KANU will lose one seat to an Independ- 
ent in the final Election, Kericho and Kwale are anomalies 





in that both have swung from strong KADU seats to marginal 
KANU seats. We regard both of these seats as still in 

doubt. On the other hand, at Nakuru there has been a strong 
swing from KANU to KADU and this seat is now regarded as a 
marginal KADU seat. In the Tana/Lamu constituency, an open 
seat which was solid KADU fn September, is now a marginal 
KANU seat. Mombasa West has swung to a solid KADU seat 

from a marginal KANU. KANU supporters among Africans are 
strongest in the following European seats: Nairobi South-West; 
Nairobi West (2); Nairobi Suburban; Central Rural; Rift Valley; 
West Kenya and North Kenya. KADU supporters are only strong- 
est in Mombasa East in the European reserved seats. There 

are too few Africans in this constituency to influence the 


result of the Election. Among Asian seats, KANU is strong- 
est in all areas, both Muslim and Non-Muslim. KADU have the 
strongest influence in both Arab reserved seats.

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COMMENT 


It can be seen that the several changes mentioned earlier 
have not affected the overall picture, for while KANU has 
gained in certain areas, KADU has gained in others, keeping 
the balance almost the same as it was in September. More- 
over, the Independent, in the Central Nyanza constituency 
has declared himself for KANU, but was rejected by them as a 
candidate, and therefore it is doubtful as to how he will 
vote in Legislative Council, but from his policy statements 
it would appear that he is closer to KANU than to KADU. 
This would give further overall support to KANU at 19 with 
KADU at 14. In the overall picture, however, there have 
been some Significant changes in terms of the percentage 
vote by the minority parties in each case. In other words, 
the number of undecided voters is considerably less. It is 
obvious that the two parties have consolidated their posit- 
ions. For example, KADU had practically no support in 
Central Province in September. In January, however, there 
is at least a 4% KADU support there. Similarly in the 


Nairobi constituencies there was practically no support for . 
KADU in September, whereas today KADU has 14% in the overall 
picture. The most dramatic change, however, was in Nakuru 
which was practically solid KANU in September, and now KADU 
have a slight margin - 45% against 40% KANU, with 15% undec- 
ided as against 42% undecided in September. In September, 
KADU had only 12% while KANU had 56% at Nakuru. 














Practically no press reports have come from the Kericho 
constituency and we were startled to find such a strong © 
shift to KANU there. In September it was a KADU stronghold. 
KADU has gained ground in all of the European reserve con- | 
stituencies, but only in Mombasa Hast does KADU have a sig- 
nificant majority. 

The argument that KANU may well-.lose one seat to an 
Independent in Central Nyanza is due to the support gained | 
by Walter Odede. In the questions which asked, "Who should 
be Chief Minister for Kenya?", and, "Which African is the 
most outstanding leader in Kenya?", the answers to both 
these questions revealed that Walter Odede had a very sig- 
nificant percentage of the responses in Central Nyanza, 
whereas one of the candidates who is felt to be strong, Mr 
Argwings-Khodek, had no support at all as an outstanding 
leader or for the post of Chief Minister. Mr Oginga 
Odinga has consolidated his position there since September 
and indeed this candidate has increased his overall popul- 
arity an Kenya, since his recént visit to Peking, from a 
mere 2.4% in September, to 7% in January. It is felt, 
therefore, that because of the single non-transferable vote, 
Walter Odede has a very good chance of winning one seat in 
that constituency at the expense of Mr Argwings-Khodek and 
the other candidates. It can be fairly safely predicted, 
therefore, that Walter Odede and Oginga Odinga will be 
elected in Central Nyanza, the latter with the majority. 

A point which is worth mentioning is that in January 
there are five seats in doubt, whereas in September, the 
issue was clear cut. 

A significant table was in answer to the question, "Do 
you intend to vote at the next Election?", and it must be. 
remembered that only those persons who had registered to 
vote were interviewed, and 100% stated categorically that 
they fully intend to vote. This shows the keen interest 
and enthusiasm of the African electorate in this Election. 
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In each of the Polls, we have attempted to establish 
what reasons would influence the Africans to vote and the 
following table gives the breakdown of the major responses 
given. It can be seen from this table that in the overall 
picture, 15% stated, "education policy", was the most 
important issue. Running a close second was, "land policy", 
and, "the personal qualifications and qualities of the | 
candidate", third, "agricultural policy", came fourth and, 
"the candidate's party", was fifth; "tribe"and "religion" 
were Sixth and seventh respectively. A significant per- 
centage, however, 1 in-4 did not know why they were voting 
for a particular candidate, or party. Whereas this per- 
centage appears to be high, it is an encouraging improve- 
ment on the September Poll which revealed that the majority 
had no real understanding of the issues of the Election, or 
why they would vote.

The effect of tribalism in the forthcoming election 
was a factor which we attempted to measure, and the follow- 
ing table reveals voting by tribe, but it must be remember- 
ed, of course, that the tribal distribution in the reserved 
seats is not known, except in vague terms, and therefore 
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this table should not be related to the reserved seat voting. 
It can be seen, however, that when compared with the Septem- 
ber results, there have been some significant changes.

It can be seen from the above that KADU has made slight 
gains in the Kikuyu/Embu/Meru area. 4% have now decided for 
KADU and only 3% were undecided as against much larger per- 
centages of undecided voters in September. KANU, on the 
other hand, has made significant gains among the Abaluhya. 
Moreover, there is a larger percentage here undecided, or 
"will not state", and a larger percentage who would vote 

for an Independent candidate. -KANU has also made significant 
gains on the Coast, whereas KADU has made slight gains among 
the Joluo and the Kisii. The only real strongholds of KADU 
appear to be the Kalénjin, and on the Coast. In the over- 
all picture it can be seen that KANU has 64% of the elector- 
ate as against KADU'S 23%. Independents have 3% and only an 
insignificant 10% are undecided or will not state their 
preference. 

It is significant that the only place where the enumer- 

ators had difficulty in gathering these data was in the 
KADU areas of Ngong and Elgon Nyanza. At Ngong, for example, 
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even though the leader of KADU for that area was within 
shouting distance, the enumerators were set upon and the 
-Poll forms were torn up. It is hard to believe that he 
did not know what was happening. 

The most significant change since September is the 
number of undecideds, or 'don't knows', who have made up 
their minds one way or the other. 

In terms of leadership, each ae er was asked 
whom he considered to be the outstanding African leader 
and in which Huropean leader he had the most confidence 
and in which Asian leader he had the most confidence. 

For the outstanding African leaders, the picture has 
changed dramatically since September. The following table 
gives the September and June figures, together with the 
recent Poll in January.

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It can be seen from this table, which we have reduced 
to whole numbers for ease of reading, that Jomo Kenyatta 
has remained about the same as in the June and September 
Polls, recording 33% of the responses. The high loss was 
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to Mr Mboya who scored over 40% in the June and September 
Polls, but now rates 28%. Mr Ngala has kept his steady 
8%, with most support coming from Coast Africans and the 
Kalenjin. Mr Gichuru has increased from 4.3% to- 6.0%, 

but Mr Odinga has made a most significant increase from 
2.4% to 7.0%. Mr Odede appears for the first time with 
1.0%. Dr Kiano has increased from 2.0% to 5.0%. His most 
Significant increases were among the K.E.M. and the Kamba. 
Mr Muliro appears for the first time and has support from 
the Abaluhya and Kalenjin and rates 4.0%. The decline in 
popularity of Mr Mboya may well be due to the vicious 
smear campaign of the past few months, while, on the other 
hand, as the Election approaches, local leaders may be 
regarded in a more kindly light than they were in June, 

or September. The evidence for this statement is contain- 
ed in the fact that while Kenyatta, Ngala and Kiano have 
remained relatively the same, Muliro and Odede are new to 
the Poll and Mr Gichuru has gained status in Central 
Province. Another significant part of the Poll is the 
fact that the number of undecideds has steadily decreased 
from 12% in June, to 4% in January. 

The question, "In which Buropean leader do you have 
the most confidence?", was put to each of the respondents. 
This question was framed slightly differently in the June 
and September Polls, but amounted to much the same in the 
final analysis.

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It can be seen from the above table that Mr Michael 
Blundell has the overall support of those Africans who 
stated a choice. A significant 42% did not Imow, but in 
Central Province nearly 50% of the K.E.M. named this cand- 
idate. Mr &S. V. Cooke, who is not a candidate, came 
second with 8%, Sir Cavendish Bentinck with 3%, Bruce 
Mackenzie fourth with 2% and the Chief Secretary, Mr 
W. F. Coutts, with 1%. It is about the same as the 
September Poll with a slight increase for Mr Cooke and the 
appearance of new names, lir Bruce Mackenzie and Mr Coutts. 

"In which Asian leader do you have the most confidence?" 
As in September the January results show an almost complete 
lack of knowledge of Asian members. I will not give the 
table here because there is no significant change as 
over 50% did not know, and Ir Nathoo scored 20%, Mr 
Nazareth 8%, Mr Madan 6% and no other leader scored a 
statistically significant percentage. 

"Which African leader should be the first Chief. 
Minister for Kenya?". This is the first time the question 
of Chief Minister has been raised-in a Public Opinion Poll. 
There are, therefore, no comparisons to be made with June 
and September, except in the leadership tables. But if 





we compare this table with the leadership table already 
given, it will be seen that the percentageshave changed 
Significantly. Throughout the whole of Kenya, the choice 
was Kenyatta, and even among the Kalenjin, who have been 
the most anti-Kenyatta clement in questions of this type, 
36% chose Kenyatta. |

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65% of the total electorate chose Kenyatta and the 
range in the tribal group was the Kalenjin low with 36%. 
and the Kisii high with 94%. The next man to rate as 
choice for Chief Minister was Ngala, with 8%, Mboya with © 
5%, and both Kiano and Gichuru tying for fourth place 
with 3% each. A significant factor is the small number 
who did not know or who would not state - only 8% 

We asked a further question, "Who should be Chief 
Minister of an East African Federation?", and this table 
follows fairly closely the last table given and will not, 
therefore, be reproduced here. In summary, 51%-named 
Kenyatta, 19% named Nyerere, 3% Mboya, with no other 
leader having a statistical percentage which was signif- 
icant. In the Marco Poll on Federation in June 1960, 
Kenyatta scored 48% of Kenya Africans, Nyerere. scored 23% 
and Mboya 18%. This is another indication that the popul- 
arity of Mboya has declined a great, deal since June, 1960. 
Moreover, it shows the increasing support for Kenyatta. 
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MARCO SURVEY OF PUBLIC OPINION - No.4. 
THE KENYA HLECTION 


PREAMBLE 


The Marco Survey of Public Opinion No.4 was on the 
more subtle. aspects of policy, tribalism and current 
political issues in Kenya. We were able to cover each 
electoral district and these are listed, with the number 
of persons interviewed on Page e2 of the report and the 
table is reproduced from the Public Opinion Poll No. 3 
of how each would have voted had the Election taken place 
in January. _ , 

| A total of 1,274 interviews were completed and where- 
as there has been criticism in the past that the sample 
has been too small, we would like to remind the reader 
that Callup, in his famous polls in America, normally 
interviews no more than 1,800 of a total population of 
160 million. The size of the sample depends entirely on 
the method and we use the randomized method within each 
electoral district or constituency. 

“It is obvious that in a complex society such as 

that in Kenya, where certain tribal groups are sub-divided 
by numerous sub-tribes as the Luo and Abaluhya, random- 
ization may not be adequate to cover all shades of polit- 
ical opinion which are influenced by local tribe loyal- 
ties. On the other hand, it is impossible, on the limit- 
ed finances which are available to these surveys, to 
enlarge the sample much more than in the past. We have 
had over ten years experience in sampling methods in 
Kast Africa from many other types of surveys, and there- 
fore are satisfied that the results of this survey are 
accurate within 4%. Such a margin would not be tolerat- 


ed in countries where adequate records are kept of popul- 
ation distribution etc., but here in East Africa, this 
margin is reasonable and acceptable. |

COMMENT 

It can be seen from the above that the vast majority 
said "No" to this question. It is perhaps obvious that 
the degree of tribalism may be uncertain, but racialism 
is a definite factor in this Election. The highest per- 
centage of those who responded "Yes", to this question 
were found among the K.E.M. and this significant fact is 
followed through in many of the other questions put to 
respondents during this Poll. It is a measure of the 
Kikuyu's contact with Huropeans and perhaps the recent 
Emergency that a higher percentage feel more tolerant to- 
wards the immigrant races than do tribes who were not 
affected at all. The Misti, for example, the Coast Africans 
and, to some degree, the Joluo have had little or no int- 


imate contact with European settlers. Moreover, in these 
areas there has never been a question of disputed title to 
land, nor has there been an Emergency and yet the negative 
attitude of these tribal groups also prevails throughout 
the Poll.

COMMENT 

This question was an attempt to establish, between 
the rural and urban constituencies, whether tribalism was 
a factor in voting. One would assume that tribalism 
would be a significant factor in the rural areas, but 
would not be as significant in the urban areas. The above 
table proves that this is the case, but that even in the 
urban areas a high percentage would still be influenced 
by the candidate's tribal connection. I, for one, would 
have expected the percentages in the rural areato have 
been higher than are evident from the Poll. It is an 


important factor, however, that the percentage varies be- 
tween tribes considerably. The Kisii and the Luo, closely 
followed by the Coast Africans, are the most tribally 
conscious. This also applies in the urban areas, but not 
as significantly among the Luo as the others.

The K.E.M. appear to 
be the best informed, followed by the Coast Africans, the 
Kamba, Joluo and Kalenjin in that order.

The majority in every tribe feel that their standard of 
living would improve. The overall picture shows 46% who feel 
the standurd of living would improve to 31% who feel that it 
would deteriorate. 14% said that it would make no difference.

There is a significant difference by tribe in the answers 
to this question, and these differences can be seen inthe 
tables. The majority of all African voters feel that, "Control 
should be handed over to a group of African states who have 
recently achieved their Independence", - 1 in 3 respondents 
fell into this category. The next was, "Withdrawal of foreign 
nationals", while only 9% felt that full control should be 
handed to the United Nations. A significant 4%, on the other 
hand, felt that control should be handed back to Belgium and 
a similar percent felt that United Nations troops should be 
withdrawn.

The method of interview 
was by random sampling and the enumerators were permanent 
employees of Wilson Research Limited and a selected number 
of Makerere University students on vacation. 


THE TIMING 


The timing of the interviews took place during the sec- 
ond week of May.

The question, "Which party did you vote for in the last 
Election" was asked in the main body of the questionnaire 
due to the fact that as political feelings were running high 
at the time, it was not considered politic to commence the. 
questionnaire with such a leading question. It was included 
in the questionnaire when the respondent had become interest- 
ed in the interview. As a matter of interest, several of 


. our enumerators found that the interest generated by this 


survey resulted in the local villagers approaching them to 
be included as respondents. When the allocated sample was 
completed, many would--be respondents were indignant because 


| they could not be included in the survey. It would seem from 


these reports that local interest in politics is greater than 
has been noticed before, even during the election period. 


It is significant to note from Table No.2 that the "Will 
Not State" column shows 9.9% in this Poll, whereas in Poll 
No.6, conducted in March this year, there were 4% who refused 
to state the party they had voted for and in the Poll of 
Public Opinion concerned with "The Coming Hlection" held in 
January this yeer, to the question, "If the election had been 
held yesterday, which party would you have voted for?", the 
"Will Not State" column also showed 4%. In particular, in 
the January Poll, out of the K.E.M. sample only 1% refused 
to state which party they would vote for, whereas 11.7% in 
our recent Foll refused to identify themselves with a partic- 
ular party.

This is another very significant table, and the answers 
given here could be the basic reasons in the divergence 
from the KANU "party line" by many of the party's former 
supporters. Although 61.4% of KANU supporters would have 
rapid political advancement against economic recovery and 
full employment, a significant 31.8% are for economic 
recovery and full employment before rapid political advance- 
ment. Within the KADU sample, a mere 15% gave rapid politic- 


al advancement full priority, whereas 81.65: stressed that 
economic recovery and full employment is more important at 
the present stage of Kenya's development.

As the answers given inTable 14A, were considered to be 
of extreme interest, the above table (14B) has been re- 
produced on a tribal basis. It is of significance that al- 
though the majority of the K.E.M., Joluo and the Kamba would 
prefer rapid political advancement, there are substantial 
sections of these tribal groups who would prefer to see 
economic recovery and full employment as a first priority. 
The K.E.M. supported the \latter by 33.3%, the Joluo by 2% 
and the Kamba by 42.4%. “Of the total respondents interview- 
ed, 48.5% were for economic recovery and full employment, 
whereas 43.9% were for rapid political advancement. Although 
there is not a great difference between these two groups, 
it does suggest that the majority of Kenya citizens,for one
